During the week prior to the intro- 
duction of the new currency on “20° August 1948, the Chinese silver dollar was 
worth approximately US seventy cents.) Both Chinese Nationalists and Com. 
munists have exerted every effort to facilitate this novement of Soviet 
citizens. The oniy dangerous part of the trin is the hour's journey between 
the Governent lines at Hsinmin (12248, 41-59) and the Commnist lines at 
Chanewu (122-29, 42-23}. In this area bandits have robbed nearly all the 
Soviet travelers of their possessions and have taken from the men all clothing 
except undergarments. 


3. Letters in the forin of messages weitten on pieces of cloth ami delivered by 
Chinese have been received from most of the Movies persons who have le?s 
“ukden, All find living much easier in Ilarbin, where they have secured jobs 
with the railroad or have opened small shops (tailoring, shoe~repairing, etc.)

4. All Sovist persons pot desirine “to continue living under stvict Soviet cone 
trol, are making frantic efforts to move into China proper. They are convinced 
that if iukden falls to the Gowmmnists. Soviet Comaunists will accompany 
the Chinese or soon follow them and that thereafter no Sovist person will 
he able to escape Soviel controls. 


soviet officials are making little effort to aid members of the LMiukden 
Soviet community. Employees of Soviet-owned industry receive a monthly 


salary of $3,000,000 Tungpei (US $3.00). At present in ukden meat costs _ 
$303,000 per pound and esgs £35,000 each. . , 
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
